ing, not only an inspiration to others, 
but a source of pride to the donors. 

Coast Electric belong to ite members, 
and so each member is being given the 
opportunity to bring one or more plants 
to the building at 10:00 a.m., Febru- 
ary 8, and see them planted correctly 
by a horticulturist. Should a member 
not have a way to get the plants or 
trees to Bay St. Louis, the lineman in 
his area will be glad to bring them in, 
in advance of the planting date, if he 
is notified. 

The following shrubs and trees are 
some suggested in the plans: 

Yaupon, Krume azaleas, Japanese 
Barberry, Yucca, Pyracantha (red), 
Wax Myrtle, Shrub Palmetto, Curved 
Palm and Sumac. * ‘ 

Vinca, Poinsettias, Dogwood, Indian 
Coral Berry, Red Bud, Oleander, Yel- 
low Jasmine, Crepe Myrtle, Hydrangea, 
Live Oak, Magnolia, Woodbine, Moun- 
tain Laurel and Grand Daddy Grey- 
beard (Fringe Tree). 

Should some have other plants not 
listed, there will be plenty of room for 
them and they are wanted. 

The horticulturist gives the follow- 
ing directions for moving a plant: Try 
to keep in tact as many of the fine 
top roots and as much of the top root 
(if there.ig one). Ball wrap with bur- 
lap or sacking. Keep damp and in the 
sado until planting time. Dig a hole 
larger than the root system, fill half 
full of water, place the plant and fill 
in with loose dirt so that no air pock- 
ets are left.
